Berlin—Strong political elements in 


Germany served notice Saturday that 
they will not accept the allied repara- 
tions ultimatum. 


Leaders of the Democrats and Volks 


party declared they would oppose any 
attempt to abide by the new terms. 
This attitude was apparently being 
communicated to other political or- 
ganizations and adding to the difficul- 
ty of forming a cabinet to replace the 
Fehrenbach ministry. 


The Centrists as well as the ma- 


jority and independent socialists wen 
adopting the view that they do no 
want to become responsible for ca 
binet members who for years to come 
would be blamed for signing the rep 
arations ultimatum. 


Government officials hoped the at- 


titude of the political leaders might 
bo altered and that by May 12—:when 
the ultimatum expires—there will be 
a sufficient change in sentiment to per 
mit signature of the terms. 


In the event that a new cabinet is 


not organized by that date, it wil 
fall upon Chancellor Fehrenbach and 
his associates, despite their resigna- 
tions, to act for Germany in accept- 
ing the ultimatum. They ar.a respon- 
sible for all governmental actions un 
til their successors arc inducted into 
office.

come around all right," he said. 


"That is what this all means. It 


means that the senate will finally 
come to accept in detail the plans Wil- 
son proposed."

bassadors' conference and reparations

Germany to do in the matter of repara- 
tions and that is to meet the allied de- 
mand unconditionally and all {he way. 
No support or encouragement will be giv- 
en the government of Berlin in its failure 
or its refusal TO adopt this course. 
The 


one ray of hope, which in reality -was not 
even that, was the possibility of interven- 
tion by the United States. The adminis- 
tration at "Washington at no time serious- 
ly 
considered doing anything which 


might embarrass the allies in their just ef- 
forts to obtain suitable reparations. Mr. 
Hughes' final note on the subject this 
week contained the best advice that Ger- 
many has received since the armistice 
was signed. In this note Mr. 
Hughes 


said: 


This government, therefore, again expressing 


its earnest desire for a prompt settlement of this 
question, strongly urges the German government 
at once to make directly TO the allied govern- 
ments clear, definite and adequate proposals 
wHich would in all respects meet its just obliga- 
tions. 


Vp to the time the ultimatum was de- 


livered by the allies giving Germany un- 
til May 1 2th to decide upon the accept- 
ance of the terms offered, there have been 
no explicit or definite proposals from Ber- 
lin. 
Throughout the controversy German 


diplomacy was evasive and inadequate. 
It failed to take into consideration the 
paramount fact that Germany was dealing 
with nations which had won the war at 
terrible cost and that they were entitled 
1o the most complete indemnity for the 
sacrifices they had made and the losses to 
which they had been subjected. 


Jt is not so much a question of the 


amount of indemnity that is asked or that 
Germany agrees to pay. it is primarily a 
question of good faith on the part of Ger- 
many to pay to the full extent of her 
ability. It is self-evident that no more can 
lx- taken from a nation that it can pay. 
If the future discloses that Germany, hav- 
ing utilized every resource' at her com- 
mand and having discharged her obliga- 
tions with the utmost sincerity so far as it 
lay'in her power, is unable to pay the rep- 
arations to which she is bound and pre- 
serve her economic solvency, the amount 
must and beyond question will be modi- 
fied. All that is required at this time is 
an honest purpose to pay to the limit of 
her resources. Neither the allies nor the 
United States can accept anything less. 
And they will not accept the mere word 
of Germany that this will be done. What 
will be required is an absolute demonstra- 
tion of this honesty of purpose. 


Until Germany gets down to this basis 


her industrial and commercial establish- 
ment will not begin to function properly, 
soundly, constructively. A nation or a 
people which is trying to evade some- 
thing, and which is resorting to subter- 
fuge or sharp practices to escape obliga- 
tions, will never react to the best that is 
in it morally or economically. The truth 
is that the economic life of all Europe, 
and to a certain degree of the United 
Slates, is marking time while London. 
Paris and Berlin haggle over reparations. 
The controversy has gone as far as it 
should, and it is Germany's duty to yield 
to the final-terms as offered. The world is 
no1 going to stand by and see Germany 
ruined by these terms if they are more 
than she can carry, but before thc*re can 
ever be any modification of the terms it 
must first be proved that she is doing all 
that it is physically and humanly possi- 
ble to do to meet them.

PEACE POLICY 


When Mr. Lodge declared in the sen- 


ate the other day that as soon as the reso- 
lution repealing the declaration of war 
had been passed by congress and signed 
by the. president a separate, peace treaty 
w'ould be negotiated with Germany. This 
statement was received by the irrecon- 
cilables as equivalent to a decision by the 
Harding administration that it was im- 
possible to re-submit the Versailles trea- 
ty to the senate in revised form. Direct 
assertions to this effect were made in 
Washington, but events show that they 
were premature, for in answer to a ques- 
tion presented to the White house by 
newspaper men as to whether the conclu- 
sion had been reached not to re-submit the 
Versailles treaty, the answer was given 
that ''no such 
conclusion has been 


reached." The irreconcilables had gone 
so far as to say that as soon as the repeal 
resolution was passed by congress Ameri- 
can troops would be withdrawn from Ger- 
many, and it was further stated at the 
While house that this matter had not 
even been considered. 


The incident shows that neither Mr. 


Lodge nor the irreconcilable senators who 
have assumed to outline the policy of the 
administration with respect to peace have 
spoken with authority. The contradiction 
from the White house will seem at least to 
have the significance that the president 
does not intend to tolerate senatorial in- 
terference with the handling of foreign 
affairs, and in this we may be sure he has 
the support of Secretary Hughes. Mr. 
Lodge now tries to explain the situation 
by saying that all he referred to was a 
treaty of amity, but other portions of his 
speech show an unquestioned purpose to 
negotiate peace with Germany separate- 
ly "and to ditch the entire treaty of Ver- 
sailles. Mr. Hughes is not likely to be 
stampeded into a course of action that is 
inconsistent with American honor or in- 
imical to American interests. President 
Harding will do far better to follow the 
advice of his secretary of state than-to 
throw his foreign policies into the mael- 
strom of senatorial politics and intrigue.

ASTIGMATISM 


The transparent front window of the eye IB called 


the cornea. Few of us b*f« perfectly shaped cor- 
neaa- almost invariably th«n» is * slight Irregular- 
ly of the spherical shape, to that light through 
different meridians Is not focused'on-the same point 
within the eye. This is called astigmatism—which 
means literally without or lacking a point. 


When just one meridian of the corneal surface is 


imperfect the accompanying; error of refraction is 
called simple astigmatism; It more than one meri- 
dian are faulty it is compound astigmatism. 


Astigmatism arises from various causes aside 


from the congenital or hereditary asymmetry of the 
cornea in civilized man. Former injuries or inflam- 
mation or disease of the cornea is often responsible. 


If you draw a line around an egg through both 


ends "and another at right angles around th>middle, 
vou will see that these line* have very different cur- 
vatures, and if the egg were clear glass light passed 
through it would not focus in a sharp 
point as 


through a perfect sphere—but in many points or 
without point—astigmatic. 
' 
The mild degree of astigmatism which practically 


all of us have occasions no discomfort or strain-on 
vision and requires no attention. 
Pronounced astigmatism does place a strain on 


the focusing muscle. This may be suspected when 
the letters of a printed page are confused and seem 
to run together and wh«a the head is unconsciously 
inclined to one side in an effort to obtain sharper 
vision. Headache is often produced by prolonged 
use of astigmatic eyes. 
Poorly fitted or inaccurately ground glasses would 


obviously work injury instead of relieving astigma- 
ti-.ni 
A good oculist shonld make the necessary 


measurement and examination and prescribe the 
necessary lenses; and then a good optician should 
grind the lenses and set them up for the patient 
according to the prescription. 
If an astigmatic eyes is fixed on a wheel or a 


diagram of a wheel and spokes some twenty feet 
iway (the opposite eye being covered), some of the 
spokes will appear less distinct than others. 


Astigmatism usually docs not progress or grow 


worse. There is no known way of restoring normal 


to an astigmatic eye.

Iodine Prevents Goitre 


Many correspondents inquire about the use of 


iodine 'for tho prevention of simplo goitre in chil- 
dren, rhlpfly girls, from seven to seventeen years 
old. ' N'o iod'ine or other external application should 
be employed without the personal direction of .the 
family physician. 
It has been found that the in- 


ternal administration of minute .quantities of iodine 
prevents goitre in school children. A good way to 
administer it is In the form of sodium iodide. Many 
druggists can supply this in tablets containing three 
grains, a dozen of which should suffice. 
The pro- 


per dose is three grains of sodium iodide daily for 
perhaps ton or twelve days, and the sodium iodide 
should be dissolved in not less than a pint of water 
(drinking water). The same course may be repeated 
twice yearly. No larger quantity or more frequent 
courses of such treatment should bo taken except 
by the personal direction of the family physician 
Another good way to administer the sodium iodide 
is in the form of an iodized junket. Add the three 


I grains of sodium iodide, dissolved in a teaspoonfu 
! or two of water, to one-half tea cupful of milk. Heat 


i the milk lukewarm and add two or three teaspoon 
fuls of essence of pepsin, and let it stand unti

TALKS ON CITIZENSHIP

The State Industrial OotranissHm 
Tho Industrial Revolution bqpinning 
n England about 1760 gave rise to a 
ew economic order. The resulting 
actory system with its steam driven 
machinery and abundance of raw ma- 
erial made large quantities of capital 
n absolute necessity. It could not be 
upplied by the individual who prc- 
uced the 
finished product. Capi- 


alista, therefore, .arose who supplied 
ho capital and laborers were em- 
iloyed to make the raw material into 
Inished goods. 
As a result of the Industrial Bevo- 


ution we have the great factory sys- 
em. of today. As a consequence of 
he factory system we have two im- 
portant industrial classes—capital and 
abor—ono supplying the raw ma- 
prials, machinery and buildings, the 
ither working in the mill or tho fac- 
ory for wages. 
It wast the policy at first to allow 


ndustry unrestrai«ed freedom 
of 


competition. But evils soon began to 
appear. Each employer was anxious 
to keep the cost of production low so 
hat he could undersell his competitor 
on the market and still make a rea- 
sonable profit. He was tempted, there- 
'ore, to employ his laborers for low 
wages, long hours and require them 
to work under unsanitary conditions. 
Tndeed, our industrial system is so 
organized that the employer who has 
:he least consideration 
for his em- 


ployes, unrestrained, 
could undersell 


ilS more humane competitors and 
finally drive him out of business. 


To protect the just employers and 


also tho employes who are obliged to 
work for hire most governments now 
have organized extensive systems of 
industrial supervision. Be it remem- 
bered that people are more important 
than profit. The production of a race 
strong physically, keen intellectually 
and square morally is of more value 
to a nation than the accumulation of 
mountains of material wealth. Riches 
that are worth while are measured in 
terms of character not commodities. 


The employe being obliged to stll hia 


labor in order to live can not dictate 
the conditions of sale—the wages, the 
hours or the conditions of employ- 
ment. Some one more powerful than 
he must do it for him. The employer 
who wishes to do business in a man- 
ner that will promote, rather than 
destroy, the common good must be 
likewise protected. This affords an 
excellent opportunity for the state to 
insist upon fair play. Without ex- 
ception the American states have 
taken advantage of the opportunity. 
Wisconsin took up the task early in 
her history and today is one of the 
most successful in'the administration 
of just legislation. 
For some years after the establish- 


ment of the state government the en- 
forcement of these laAvs was an execu- 
tive function, later a Bureau of Labor 
and Industrial Statistics was estab- 
lished whose special duty it was to 
enforce thorn. Finally, in 1911, 
the 


urospnt Industrial 
Commission 
was 


provided nnd givon 
very extensive 


powers. It consists of threo members 


each appointed by the governor with 
the approval of the senate. Each re- 
ceives a salary of $5000 a year. 


The commission is required to en- 


force the labor laws of the state, ad- 
minister the laws relative to safety 
and sanitation in places where labor 
is employed, and so far as possible, 
prevent accident and ensure healthful 
conditions for the working people. It 
is charged with the enforcement of 
the laws which protect women and 
children in industry- 
It administers

A very important duty of the Com- 


mission is tho administration 
of the 


workmen's compensation act 
This 


act, passed in 1911, provides in detail 
for the payment of benefits by em- 
ployers to omployfss injured while in 
the service. Each possible injury is 
designated and the compensation for 
each stated. This act has done much 
to improve working conditions as 
well as workers. It quickly closed 
many positions to those addicted t<i 
the use ofjiquor who proved especial- 
ly susceptible to accidents and it 
closed not a few to users of cigarettes. 
Tho enactment of thia law has been of 
very great benefit to the laboring 
classes. 


The commission is doing excellent 


work in maintaining a high standard 
for all employers, thus 
protecting 


both the employers who wish to be 
just to their workers, and the em- 
ployes who are so much in need of 
proper protection.
